SHIP MARIANNA FLORA. 

The examination of capt. De Britto and his 
crew before the District Judge on Thursday and 
Friday last, was on a criminal process, founded on 
a statute of the U. States, charging those persons 
with the crime of robbery on the high seas, in rela- 
tion to the schr. Alligator—The judge was satisfi- 
ed from the evidence, that the charge was support- 
ed, and that capt de Britto’s conduct in the encoun- 
ter with the Alligator, was prompted by a solicitude 
to defend the valuable ship and cargo committed to 
his trust, under a mistaken apprehension that the 
Alligator was a piratical cruizer. It was not neces- 
sary, on that examination, to decide whether the 
sending this ship to the U. States for adjudication 
were a justifiable act, and we understand that no 
opinion was expressed on that question. Under 
proceedings in Admiralty, if such should be insti- 
tuted, every circumstance of the transaction, as the 
Judge observed, and its true character and conse- 











quences coula be duly estimated and settled, with a 


far greater latitude as to the means of inquiry, than 
ithe rules of law would admit under the criminal

| Extraordinary Election.—One of the most sin- 
'gular and interesting cases of election that has fal- 
len within our notice, occurred in the choice of 
| Mayor of Liverpool in October last. Richard Bul- 
‘lin and William Mollineaux, Esquires, were the 
candidates, the former Supported by the whig and 
reform interest, and the latter by the Basiaine or 
‘Ministerial party. At the close of the first day 
(St. Luke’s cay, Oct. 18,) at midnight, the poll 
stood at preciscly 700 votes for each; the next da 
the court adjourned with 1050 for each chbdidiee. 
rhe third day left Mr. Mollineaux 1381, and Mr. 
Bullin 1739. And the fourth day terminated with 
1619 for Mr. Bullin, to 1567 for Mr. Mollineaux.— 
majority 52. The first day 6s. per man was paid 
for votes—the 2d the price rogeto a half soverei 
with extra orders for ale, &c.—the 3d day aiwerds 
of three pounds was paid for a vote—and on the 
fourth, from 5 te 6 pounds sterling was paid b 
each party for a single vote So great a number of 
freemen was never polled in Liverpool before, and 
it was computed that 3000 was spent on each 
side. One of the electors sent the price of his 
vote to the editor of the Mercury, (hoping his ex- 
ample would induce others to follow it} in a letter
